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PREFACE 


English for International Conferences is an English 
course for those who aiready have a im. kmowledge of 
basic English grammar and vocabulary. It  does not pre- 
tend to be a fully comprehensive English langllaøge course, 
but is dcsigmed to help those vwho have to use tnglizh 
for the first time in the contextC  o£ international con- 
fecrences and congresses, and for those who have become 
conscious of the need to improve their mastery o£ the 
language in this area. The emphasis of the course is on 
the spoken language, confronting you with the kind of 
language you are likely to encounter at any internaticnal 
gathering of people engaged ¡in different fields of sclen~ 
ce, ceconomics, politics and administration.By practising 
structures and linguistic strategies which are commonly 
used in such situations you will gain confidence in your 
use of English and will be able to concentrate more easily 
eœn the content of the conference you have to attend, 


S5becialized vocabulary has been avoided,as research 
into the needs cf the above mentioned  groups has shown 
that 1È is not the speclfic vocabulary of their œwn sub~ 
ject area which causes most trouble, but the use Of 
'?everwday" English and the lack o£ familiarity with the 
Pprocedures and "1inguistic strategies" required for the 
mastery of those situations which recur at different 
types of meetings. 


Above all, attention has been paid to training the 
ability to understand and react to English spoken at nor— 
mai speed and at the level which can be expected 1n the 
SiUuations described above. 


Obviously, ø?ammar carmmot, and should not, be trea- 
ted exhalstively in a course of this nature, but those 
features of English which tend to cause difficulty to 
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even the most fluent non-native speakers of English have 
been selected from the texts where they naturally occur, 
and are dealt with in the form of remedial structure 
drills. 


The cassettes in this first cycle recount the visiE 
of a German scientist to a conference in Eastbourne in 
England, Although there is ai ongoing storyline, each of 
the cassettes can be used independently, and may be \uised 
to brueh up a particular area before a conferenee or 
meeting. IỂ, for example, you have to take over the chair 
in a working group, you might wish to concentrate on the 
unit entitled "Conference B - Working Groups"., 


Purthermore, you may use this booklet as an 'aide 
memoire" when you have to act as a chairman on rappor~ 
teur: you can use the "Useful Words and Phrases'" at the 
end of each tmitE as a permanent point of refereneo.

Second, there an one or two minor altera~ 
tions to the programne for this afternoon. Dn 
O'Dwyer wilì be ưnable to act as chairman for 
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working gøgroup A III. His place will be ta- 
ken by Dr Harrison. Registrations for Pro~ 
fessor Dubrovnik's øroup were so numerous 
that we had to change the venue from Room 
I11/1a to Room TT1/2b. You'1l find a plan o£ 
the rooms in your conference brochure. May 
1 take this opportunity of reminding - the 
Chairmen of the working groups that they 
should report to the rapporteurs imnediate~ 
ly after their working group has finished 
i1ts deliberations, and this should be no 
later than 12.15.

Ladies and gentiemen. As we all know, there 
are great problems inherent ín specialist 
conferences concentrating on speclfic areas 
S©£ scientific research. Thìs was the chief 
reasœn for us to plan a truly interdiseipli- 
nary conference on the complex subject of 
air pollution and the envirorment. Equally, 
however, there are dangers in bringing toge- 
ther so many experts from so many different 
đisciplines. It takes a øcuine effort for 
a person in one discipline to lisben to 
something else which may be tỏtally unfami- 
liar to him. Not oœnly to 1isten, buụt to ab~- 
sorb. The benefits from it are, however, 
substantial. The work of others may help us 
de3ineate our: œm work more clearly and may 
give us ideas for future work which we would 
not otherwise be able to obtain. 

I should now 1ike to call upoon Dr Alassio, 
who would 1ike to make a statement on behalf 
c£ the rapporteurs.
